Colonel Jack Chinn, who was 
here Monday for the meeting of 
the State Racing Commission, dis 
cussed at some length recent

Colonel Chinn also believes that 
public school houses, when actually 
not in use for class work should 
be rendered available by statutory 
enactment for debates and public 
discussions of all kinds by leaders 
of thought in the various com 
munities He believes in the old 
fashioned debating society and his 
prospective measure is meant in 
no little sense to stimulate a revival 
of that interesting custom in Ken- 
tucky. — Lexington Gazette.
